The American Numismatic Society: 


In commemoration of the one hundredth anniversary of the 
establishment in 1808 of the Diocese of New York of the Roman 
Catholic Church, a medal has been designed by Mr. J. Edouard 
Roiné, of France, now a resident member of our Society, that in 
historical record and artistic value will take high rank in the Church 
medallurgy of the world. 

The medal has been struck from dies cut by the Medallic Art Com- 
pany of this city. It is two and three quarters inches in diameter 
and its general appearance is fairly portrayed by the annexed half- 
tone reproduction. 

The obverse of the medal is noteworthy, and of special value on 
account of its portraits of the seven distinguished prelates who pre- 
sided over the Diocese of New York during the first century of its 
activities. The center and larger portrait is that of Archbishop 
Farley, the present incumbent of the holy office. In the surrounding 


field are the portraits, indicated by the names on the outer edge of

Above the portrait of His Grace the presiding Archbishop, is the 
symbol of the Holy Spirit—the dove within the trefoil, typifying the 
Holy Trinity. Below this portrait, suspended from its frame, is the 
Pectoral cross, worn by Archbishop Farley and presented to him by 
Pope Leo XIII. At the left in the circle of portraits is the seal of 
The American Numismatic Society. 

The reverse of the medal is architectural and armorial in its 
features. The center foreground contains a faithful and impressive 
perspective-relief of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, the creation of the archi- 
tect James Renwick. At the sides, in the background, are partial 
representations of St. Peter’s Church of 1808 in Barclay Street, and 
St. Patrick’s Church of Mott Street, consecrated in I815. 

The wreath of laurel encircling the edifices is equally divided into 
four panels in which are placed the following coats of arms: at the 
top are those of Pope Pius X, the ruling Pontiff. On the lower edge 
are the arms of Pope Pius VII, who created the Diocese of New 
York in 1808; while at the right are the arms of Archbishop Farley, 
and on the left is the coat of arms of the Diocese of New York. 


With the exception of the few examples of this medal that are now 
offered for subscription by the members of The American Numis- 
matic Society, these medals will be issued only through the organ- 
ization of the Roman Catholic Church in this city.

In commemoration of the International Numismatic 
Congress, which was held in Brussels in the summer of 
1910, and in honor of Monsieur Ernest Babelon, who 
acted as President of the Congress, a medal has been 
struck under the joint auspices of the Société hollandaise- 
belge des amis de la médaille d’art and The American 
Numismatic Society. 

The obverse bears a portrait of Monsieur Babelon, a 
clothed bust in profile, to left, with the legend ERNEST 
BABELON DE L/’INSTITUT; it is an excellent likeness. 
The Artist’s name, G. DEVREESE, and date, 1910, are on 
the field behind the head. This die was executed by the 
reducing machine from a plaque by Monsieur Godefroid 
Devreese. 

The reverse has a head of Athene, in profile to left, 
wearing a helmet with a large ornate crest; her hair falls 


on her neck below the helmet. With her right hand she 
grasps a spear; a portion of the Greek Panathenaic 
festival procession is shown on the upper edge of the 
circular shield which covers her shoulder. The face of the 
goddess has a thoughtful expression, almost stern, yet 
wonderfully attractive in its quiet dignity. Legend, 
CONGRES INTERN. DE NUM. ET D’ART DE LA MED. 
BRUXELLES 1910. The Artist’s name, BOSSELT, in very 
small letters, appears at the right at the end of the crest, 
near the circle which separates the legend from the device. 
Rudolf Bosselt is a resident of Dusseldorf, and a zealous 
advocate of the doctrine that the artist should engrave 
his design directly upon the steel.

The American Numismatic Society: 


To commemorate April 6, 1917, the date of the declaration of 
war by the United States and of our National alliance with other 
countries for the preservation of Democracy throughout the World, 
The American Numismatic Society has undertaken the issue of an 


important medal that it now offers for subscription by its members. 


It has seemed particularly appropriate at this period that we 
should utilize our National emblem, the American Eagle, to express 


the sentiment of our people. 


The “bald,” or more properly the white-headed eagle of North 
America Haliaetus leucocephalus, is the eagle described as a part of 
the design of the Arms and the Great Seal of the United States that 
was adopted by Congress June 20, 1782. 


This eagle has since then been frequently produced in symbolic 
form on State and National seals, coins and documents. It has been 
a popular emblem on medals, but has been generally designed fig- 
uratively. Whenever the design has been intended to represent the 
real ‘bird of freedom,” the results have often been unfortunate and 


misleading. 


Instead of following the precedents indicated upon many coins 
and medals, and adopting a design of the heraldic type of eagle, we 
have sought an accurate representation of the American white-headed 


eagle, that was born and bred in freedom. 


Mr. Eli Harvey, the American sculptor, who has made a note- 
worthy success of his studies of wild-life, has produced for our 
Society a model of an eagle that is expressive of the spirit with which 
our nation has entered its present struggle.—a dynamic bird of alert- 
ness and power that has been aroused to action and is about to 
extend its wings for world democracy. The faithfulness of this de- 
sign to nature has been approved by Mr. William T. Hornaday, 
Director of the New York Zoological Park. 


The medals now offered for subscription by the members will be 
circular in form and three and one-half inches in diameter, each will 
bear the seal of this Society and will be numbered on the edge in 


the order of the subscription therefor. 


The price of the medals will be $10 each for those struck in 
bronze, and $20 each for those struck in silver. Subscriptions will

To commemorate the visit to New York of the British 
and French Commissions in 1917, a special medal has 
been prepared. The obverse of this medal was designed 
by Daniel Chester French; the reverse is the work of 
Miss Evelyn B. Longman. 

The half-tone reproduction on the preceding pege 
will serve as a hint of the beauty of the medal and make 
any detailed description of the design unnecessary. On 
the obverse, in low relief, is represented the symbolized 
head of Victory, crowned with a trench-helmet. To 
this is bound a sprig of oak, a lily and a cluster of pine 
needles, as emblems of England, France and the United 
States. The inscription reads "To commemorate the 
Visit to New York of the French and British War Com- 
missions, 1917." The Artist’s signature is placed incon- 
spicuously on the shoulder band. The reverse, (the 
design of Miss Longman), depicts a group of three figures. 
The inspiration of France personified by Joan of Are, 
and the chivalry of England in the guise of a mediaeval 


knight,—both in full armour,—are enlisting the aid of 


American Liberty in the world-war for freedom. The 
tiny letters of the Artist’s signature and the date are the 
only inscription. 

Five of these medals in gold have been struck for 
presentation to M. Rene Viviani and Marshall Joseph 
Joffre, of the French Commission ; The Right Hon. Arthur 
James Balfour and Lieutenant-General G. T. M. Bridges, 
of the British Commission; and to the former Mayor of 
New York City, Hon. John Purroy Mitchel. 

The beauty of this medal is so exceptional that the 
sub-committee in charge have decided to offer to art 
institutions and lovers of art the opportunity of securing 
a limited number of replicas. The subscription price of 
the silver medal has been fixed at $10, that of the bronze 
$5. All the medals will be assigned in order of receipt 
of the subscriptions.

INDEPENDENCE DAY MEDAL 


The medal illustrated on the first page of 
this circular commemorates the international 
celebration of Independence Day, 1918. At that 
time the United States had just entered the 
world war and the celebration of our national 
birthday by the allied nations, and by other 
nations not engaged in the conflict had an added 
significance. The American Numismatic Society 
has thought this worthy of commemoration in 
the form of a medal. 

The design is by Mr. Allen G. Newman, the 
winner of the prize offered by the National Arts 
Club for a Valor Medal, and the designer of a 
medal of Joan of Arc. On the obverse, he has 
shown a womanly figure lightly touching the 
Liberty Bell. The inscription, “July 4, 1776,” 
adds to the significance. 

The reverse consists of an inscription framed 
by the escutcheons of the nations which took 
part in the celebration. Beginning at the top 
with the large shield of the United States, we 


have at its right, Great Britain, followed by Bel- 
gium, Greece, Brazil, Chile. Uruguay, Argentina, 
Nicaragua, Guatemala, Peru, Cuba, Portugal, 
Servia, Italy, ending with the shield of France 
next to our own shield, with which we started. 
The inscription in the center reads;—To com- 
memorate the international celebration of Inde- 
pendence Day, July 4, 1918.”” The seal of the 
American Numismatic Society appears at the 
end, and the whole is enclosed 1n a wreath of oak 
and laurel. 

The subscription for this medal is limited to 
the members of the American Numismatic So- 
ciety and to the membership of the Mayor’s 
Committee on National Defense.

The American Numismatic Society has prepared, 
and will shortly issue, a special medal, bearing the 
seal of the Society, in honor of King Albert and 
Queen Elisabeth of the Belgians. This medal has 
been designed by Mr. Theodore Spicer-Simson, an 
artist of international reputation. 

The reproduction in half tone on the preceding 
page gives the outstanding features of the medal 
and makes any further description unnecessary. 
The inscription on the obverse is “King Albert and 
Queen Elisabeth of the Belgians”. ‘The inscription 
in Latin is an abbreviation from the opening para- 
graph of Caesar’s Commentaries on the Gallic War 
—(Horum eorum) fortissimi sunt Belgae” —“The 
bravest of these are the Belgians,” thus expressing 
our national admiration for the Belgians as repre- 
sented by their sovereigns. 

The particular event commemorated by the 
medal is referred to on the reverse and explained 


by the inscription—“Commemorating their aerial 
crossing of the English Channel, July 1918.” It 
will be recalled that King Albert and Queen Elisa- 
beth made the passage in order to be present at the 
silver anniversary of the marriage of King George 
and Queen Mary of England. The return was also 
made by aeroplane. 

A copy in gold will be struck for presentation to 
their Majesties. _Unnumbered copies in silver will 
be presented to H. M. Victor Emmanuel IIL., 
King of Italy; H. M. Alfonso XIII., King of Spain; 
H. M. King Manuel II., all of whom are Honorary 
Members of The American Numismatic Society.

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Shortly after the signing of the armistice on November 
11th, 1918, The American Numismatie Society decided to 
publish a Peace Medal. In order to draw forth the best 
possible medal a competition was planned and fifteen 
seulptors of prominence submitted designs. From these 
. models a Committee of Award selected the one illustrat- 
ed on the first page of this folder. It was made by Mr..- 
Chester Beach, one of the most eminent of our younger 
American sculptors. In his design he has provided a 
superb conception of what this world peace of 1919 
symbolizes: 

On the obverse Peace is shown with the palm branch 
a beautiful womanly embodi-

ment. On the other side of the winged horse, there is 
the manly form of Justice—a figure of Right Trium- 


phant. The helmet of conflict is still upon his head, but 
the sheathed sword shows that the battle has been won. 
At the side, the wreathed scales appear. Justice and 
Peace advance together. Above the longing for peace 
and justice, however, the treaty of 1919 is distin- 
guished beyond all others by the earnest desire that 
in futuxe, war may be eliminated.

THE CARDINAL MERCIER MEDAL. 


A splendid portrait of Cardinal Mercier appears on a medal which is now 
being offered by the American Numismatic Society, New York. The medal 
was designed by Jourdain, the noted Belgian sculptor, and was struck at the 
Belgian mint. The inscription on the reverse, ‘‘Patriotisme—Endurance,” 
is taken from the title given by Cardinal Mercier to his famous pastoral 
letter. The likeness of our distinguished guest is striking. The artist has 
succeeded in recording the characteristics of courage and straightforward- 
ness, which have won for Cardinal Mercier the admiration and respect of 
the American people. In addition to being a record of the visit of one who 
has played an important role in the events of the war, the medal gives in no 
small measure the charm of its subject, and for that reason is doubly desir- 
able as a memento.

New York, April 15, 1919. 


Joan of Arc stands to all the world as an incarna- 
tion of the spirit of France. She has been the in- 
spiration of the poets, the painters and the sculptors 
of that nation. The people of New York are singu- 
larly fortunate in their possession of what is one of 
the loveliest conceptions of Joan of Arc. It is the 
statue modelled by one of our foremost sculptors, 
Miss Anna V. Hyatt, and it stands on an eminence 
on Riverside Drive overlooking the Hudson. The 
City of New York has done itself honor in naming 
the surrounding portion of the slope, Joan of Arc 
Park. The American Numismatic Society decided 
to issue a medal commemorating this dedication, as 
an evidence of our admiration for the spirit of France 
which dominated Joanof Arc. Miss Hyatt con- 
sented to make the design. 

The accompanying reproduction conveys some- 
thing of the beauty of the resulting medal. It is 
distinguished by a feeling of medieval style to which 


the figure of Joan in armor contributes largely. 
The inscription in Gothic lettering reads ‘Homage 
to the Maid of France”. The reverse shows the 
banner of Joan of Arc, while other pennants in per- 
spective convey a suggestion of the ceremonies at 
the dedication. It bears the inscription “Joan of 
Arc Park, Dedicated January 6, 1919”.

The gold medal illustrated on the foregoing page 
has just been presented to the Prince of Wales. It 
is fitting and proper that his visit to our country 
should be commemorated in medal-form. The 
medal has been designed by John Flanagan, one of 
the best of our American sculptors. 

The obverse bears a portrait of the Prince in pro- 
file with his crest in the field. The inscription 
reads EDWARD PRINCE OF WALES. The 
portrait 1s a very successful one. 

On the reverse is shown the welcoming figure of 
Columbia. The inscription reads COMMEMO- 
RATING THE VISITE (OF H.R. EH. rie 
PRINCE OF WALES TO THE UNITED 
STATES, NOVEMBER, MCMXIX. The field 
is occupied by two branches of oak, the oak being 
one of the national emblems of Great Britain. 


When the Prince of Wales, afterward King Ed- 
ward VII, visited this country in 1861 he plant- 
ed two trees in Central Park. One of these trees 
was an oak, the other an elm. It has been possi- 
ble to obtain a portion of this elm, and from it a 
case was made in which the gold medal mentioned 
above was presented.

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Shortly after the signing of the armistice on November 
11th, 1918, The American Numismatic Society decided to 
publish a Peace Medal. In order to draw forth the best 
possible medal a competition was planned and fifteen 
seulptors of prominence submitted designs. From these 
models a Committee of Award selected the one illustrat- 
ed on the first page of this folder. It was made by Mr. 
Chester Beach, one of the most eminent of our younger 
American sculptors. In his design he has provided a 
superb conception of what this world peace of 1919 
symbolizes.

The year 1925 is the one hundred fiftieth anniversary of 
the commencement of the Revolutionary War, and many of 
the events connected with that beginning offer great oppor- 
tunities for medallic commemoration. The Ride of Paul Revere 
is particularly deserving of such commemoration. So far as 
we have been able to learn, no medal with a satisfactory like- 
ness of Paul Revere has ever been struck, and this has been one 
factor in the selection of this subject. 

There is no available portrait of Paul Revere showing him 
as he was in 1775, when he took the memorable ride. Like- 
nesses by Gilbert Stuart and by St. Memin are known, and 
these were the only aids which the artist had, and both show 
the patriot in advanced years. His portrait in profile occupies 
the obverse of our medal with the inscription PAUL REVERE 
and the years of his birth and death, 1735-1818. Below, in 
parallel lines, we read PATRIOT, SILVERSMITH - SOLDIER, EN- 
GRAVER. Beneath, a sword and a silver bowl are entwined 
with a fillet. The whole is enclosed by a cable border. It is 
worthy of note that the silver piece—a sugar-bowl—was 
modelled from one bearing Paul Revere’s mark or stamp. It 
is now in the collection of the Hon. A. T. Clearwater, to whom 
our thanks are due for having permitted its reproduction. 

The reverse concerns itself with the ride which Longfellow 
immortalized, although, according to Justin Winsor, he ‘‘paid 
little attention to exactness of fact’’. “The artist has represented 
him awaiting the lantern signal, 


“One, if by land, and two, if by sea; 
And I on the opposite shore will be, 
Ready to ride and spread the alarm 
Through every Middlesex village and farm, 
For the country folk to be up and to arm.” 


The inscription reads PAUL REVERE SESQUI-CENTENNIAL, 
1925. In the exergue are the initials and seal of the American 
Numismatic Society. The artist's initials, in small letters, 
appear just below the exergual line. 

Your Committee counts itself very fortunate in having 
secured the services of Mr. Anthony de Francisci for the making 
of this medal. He is well known as the designer of the beauti- 
ful Peace Dollar and of the Maine Centennial Half-dollar, and 
of several successful medals as well. At his suggestion, a radical 
departure in the form of our medal was agreed upon—the 
rounded edge—an element which contributes in no small degree 
to the attractiveness of the result. It is also of interest that the 
reverse was first modelled in the exact size of the medal itself. 
It was then enlarged and again reduced after having been re- 
touched, this course having been taken in order to eliminate the 
pantographic effect of the reducing machine. The obverse was 
modelled on a scale of only three diameters. 

Several of our leading patriotic and historical organiza- 
tions have been invited to participate in the subscription. Owing 
to the present price of silver, and to the weight of the medal, 
the price of the silver copies will be fifteen dollars each.
